Sihanottli had one talk with ilao Ite-tung that laated 
Blx hours. Hie itinerary atai^eets that the Chineae Com- 
mimiat leadara concentrated on impreaaing him with 
Communlat Chinas indoatrial achievementa. In the Joint 
MmmuniQud iaauad at tha end of tha visit, Peiping atatsd

The Chinese Communists have the military capabiUties 
to launch a successful amphibious operation a^^nst ^ Matsns, 
the White Dogs» or the Wuchus (so© map facing page 3) with 
little or no teaming, using ^cal craft and ground forces al- 
ready in position. 

II is lifealy that the Chinese Communists vvlll continuo ar- 
tillery barrages along vyith intensified air and naval interdlctioii 
of siqjply lines to the offshore islands.

Sihanouk^ 
foiiowing up Cambodian recognttioa ot Balplng to July, 
aw-inounced that the two govern mente will estabUsb dipJo- 
matic rspresentation on the ambassadorial level. Ife re- 
mario9d tSjat Cambodia would not give^eutraUty ’’for all 
thisi richee in the world. ” 


Sihanouk had one talk with Mao Tw-brng that lasted 
hours, Kis itine:raxy sugjjsste that the Chines# Com- 
munist leaders ooncscatrated on Impressing Mm with 
Communist China’s industi'ial i^ckiewmants. In that joint 
communiquil Itswed at the end of tho visit, l^lping stated 
it® raadlnes® to extend economic assistance, including 
small iron and steel works, In addition to the 
^3, 000, 000 granted under tho 1950 aid agreement.
